To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  eighth  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
West  Hartlepool  for  the  year  1965. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

As  was  expected  the  trend  of  population  growth  was  again  upward  during 
1965,  the  population  increasing  from  78,360  to  78,630 — an  increase  of  270. 
This,  however,  compares  with  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  744,  indicat¬ 
ing  still  a  loss  by  migration. 

The  economic  situation  remained  buoyant  and  the  feeling  of  optimism 
engendered  over  the  past  18  months  was  still  apparent. 

The  vital  statistics  as  far  as  infant  welfare  was  concerned  were  extremely 
favourable.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  15.66  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
and  well  below  the  national  average.  This  fall  in  infant  mortality  occurred 
not  only  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  but  more  or  less  uniformly  throughout 
the  entire  period.  The  trend  of  improvement  in  infant  mortality  rates  has 
tended  to  concentrate  on  the  period  of  the  first  four  weeks  of  life,  and  what 
is  called  the  post-neonatal  rate,  that  is  the  death  rate  of  infants  of  one  month 
to  12  months,  has  been  well  above  the  national  average.  It  has  been  said 
often  that  fluctuations  in  West  Hartlepool  were  more  likely  to  occur  by  virtue 
of  the  comparatively  small  size  of  its  population  than  the  rates  for  England 
and  Wales.  Nevertheless,  the  continuing  favourable  trends  are  a  matter  of 
considerable  satisfaction  to  us.  The  steady  rate  of  housing  improvement  is, 
I  am  sure,  reflected  in  these  figures. 

The  total  deaths  at  852  were  slightly  up  compared  with  1964.  Last  year 
bronchitis  and  lung  cancer  accounted  for  one  in  eight  of  all  deaths  and  one 
in  five  of  all  deaths  in  the  45 — 65  age  group.  These  figures  can  be  decisively 
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influenced  by  a  reduction  of  atmospheric  pollution  and  cigarette  smoking,  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  report  further  progress  in  the  field  of  smoke  control  during 
the  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  was  the  usual  bi-annual  epidemic  of  measles  occuring  in  the  early 
months  of  1965  but  there  were  no  deaths  and  the  total  number  of  cases  was 
less  than  in  1963. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  from  diphtheria  in  this  area  since  1952  and  no 
deaths  from  poliomyelitis  since  1962. 

LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  year  saw  a  continued  steady  growth  in  the  field  of  local  health  services 
provided  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

The  number  of  domiciliary  confinements  continued  to  fall  but  there  was 
an  increase  in  nursings  following  delivery  in  hospital  and  discharge  after  48 
hours. 

The  number  of  births  has  been  declining  slightly  over  the  past  four  years 
but  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  female  population  aged  20 — 25  is 
probably  at  its  lowest  due  to  the  low  birth  rates  during  the  war  years.  In 
two  years  time  when  the  1947  bulge  enters  the  age  group  20 — 25,  we  may 
expect  a  considerable  increase  in  births  and  a  greater  load  on  the  domiciliary 
services. 

The  main  feature  of  the  year  was  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  Health 
Education  Organiser  to  co-ordinate,  develop  and  expand  the  work  of  health 
education  in  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics,  schools  and  mothers’ 
clubs.  Two  of  these  clubs  are  now  operating  very  successfully  and  provide 
an  opportunity  for  social  gatherings  together  with  talks  on  health  education 
provided  by  a  variety  of  experts  in  different  fields. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Department  has  sponsored  a  health  education 
exhibit  in  connection  with  the  West  Hartlepool  Gardens  Guild’s  annual  show. 
Last  year  the  focus  was  on  home  accidents  and  a  highly  successful  quiz  was 
organised. 

The  health  visiting  staff  continues  to  expand  and  the  number  of  visits  to 
expectant  mothers  and  pre-school  children  has  steadily  increased. 


Another  feature  of  the  year  was  the  establishment  of  a  play  group  on  two 
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mornings  a  week  at  the  Owton  Manor  Community  Centre,  designed  to  provide 
a  service  of  supervised  play  and  care  for  children  whilst  the  mothers  undertake 
shopping  or  other  domestic  or  household  tasks. 

The  year  also  saw  the  inception  of  a  service  for  the  early  detection  of 
carcinoma  of  the  cervix  through  the  taking  of  cervical  smears  at  two  clinics. 
Whilst  at  first  the  demand  was  brisk,  it  is  clear  that  the  population  at  greatest 
risk  is  likely  to  be  slowest  in  coming  forward  and  considerable  effort  will  have 
to  be  devoted  to  this  in  the  months  ahead. 

MENTAL  HEALTH 

If  1964  could  be  described  as  the  year  of  the  "great  leap  forward"  in 
mental  health  with  the  opening  of  the  new  adult  training  centre,  the  year 
1965  can  certainly  be  described  as  a  year  of  consolidation.  Additional  act¬ 
ivities  were  undertaken  in  all  departments.  A  social  club  for  the  mentally 
sub-normal  has  been  established  at  the  training  centre,  staffed  by  voluntary 
helpers  with  assistance  from  the  mental  welfare  officers,  which  caters  for  the 
social  and  recreational  needs  of  adults  attending  the  centre.  Neither  the 
staff  nor  the  parents  take  any  part  in  the  organisation  and  running  of  the 
club  and  in  this  way  the  members  and  their  families  can  enjoy  the  benefits  of 
a  therapeutic  break. 

There  was  much  appreciation  by  the  staff  and  trainees  of  the  visit  by  the 
Minister  of  Health,  the  Rt.  Hon.  Kenneth  Robinson,  M.P.,  to  the  centre  in 
April. 

Despite  staff  changes,  the  junior  training  centre  continues  to  make  good 
use  of  its  improved  facilities. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 

Unfortunately,  1965  saw  some  lag  in  housing  construction  with  a  resulting 
reduction  in  the  number  of  persons  rehoused  in  new  accommodation.  It  is 
anticipated,  however,  that  progress  in  the  rate  of  completion  will  be  sub¬ 
stantially  stepped  up  in  1966  and  before  long  the  rate  of  rehousing  will  have 
substantially  improved. 

The  year  saw  the  coming  into  operation  of  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  2 
and  preparatory  work  went  ahead  on  two  other  areas.  Though  the  primary 
aim  of  smoke  control  orders  is  to  reduce  atmospheric  pollution  from  domestic 
chimneys,  added  benefits,  which  will  be  much  appreciated  by  the  West 
Hartlepool  housewife,  are  the  reduction  of  dirt  and  improved  heating  in  the 
home.  Notwithstanding  its  benefits  to  the  community  as  a  whole,  smoke 
control  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  on  these  counts  also. 
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WELFARE  SERVICES 

After  considerable  frustrating  delays,  it  is  pleasant  to  report  that  a  start 
has  been  made  on  the  new  hostel  on  the  Rift  House  Estate  to  accommodate 
25  elderly  ladies  and  to  be  linked  with  24  centrally  heated  flatlets. 

It  was  possible  during  the  year  to  review  the  welfare  visiting  service  for 
the  elderly  which  has  been  in  operation  now  for  some  seven  years  and  to  make 
recommendations  for  its  expansion. 

A  further  development  during  the  year  was  the  survey  of  the  needs  of  the 
elderly  blind  and  the  development  of  clubs  for  the  physically  handicapped. 
The  information  gained  from  these  surveys  will  be  put  to  good  use  in  devel¬ 
oping  services  in  the  years  ahead. 

STAFF 

1965  was  notable  for  a  considerable  number  of  staff  changes.  Early  in 
the  year  Dr.  D.  F.  Henley,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  appointed 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Deputy  Principal  School  Medical 
Officer  of  South  Shields.  Later  in  the  year  Dr.  H.  Gordon,  Deputy  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  was  appointed  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
London  Borough  of  Wandsworth.  The  year  also  saw  the  retirement  of  Miss 
M.  A.  Fields,  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  who  carries  with  her  the  best 
wishes  of  the  Department  for  a  long  and  happy  retirement.  Mrs.  L.  Dunning, 
Supervisor  of  the  Junior  Training  Centre,  unfortunately  had  to  resign  on  the 
grounds  of  ill-health. 

Two  new  appointments  are  welcomed.  Dr.  J.  C.  Walker,  Deputy  Med¬ 
ical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Miss  I.  Hall,  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  who 
brings  to  the  post  a  wide  experience  of  public  health  nursing  both  in  this 
country  and  the  United  States. 

Mrs.  Dunning’s  post  was  filled  by  the  promotion  of  Mrs.  Henderson, 
Senior  Assistant  Supervisor. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  continued  support  during  the  year,  and  also  to  all  the  other  Chief 
Officers  of  the  Corporation.  Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  extend  my  thanks 
to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  the  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  which  they  have 
brought  to  their  work  at  all  times.

POPULATION

the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  was  78,630.  The  corresponding  figure  for 
1964  was  78,360,  which  shows  a  population  increase  of  270. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  represented  by  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  was  744.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  1,596  equal  to 
a  crude  birth  rate  of  20.29  per  1,000  population.  This  figure  is  11  lower 
than  last  year  when  the  rate  was  20.50. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.0  which  can  be  compared  with 
an  adjusted  rate  for  West  Hartlepool  of  18.87.

There  were  117  illegitimate  live  births  representing  7.9%  of  the  total 
live  births,  considerably  higher  than  the  percentage  in  1964  which  was  5.6%. 


PREMATURE  BIRTHS. 

Premature  births  notified  during  1965  were  108  compared  with  103  in 
1964.  The  survival  rate  of  these  infants  in  the  year  under  review  showed 
90.74%  surviving  the  first  28  days  compared  with  87.38%  in  1964.

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STILLBIRTHS  AND  PERINATAL  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  there  were  21  stillbirths,  8  less  than  in  1964. 

The  rate  per  1,000  stillbirths  for  West  Hartlepool  (12.98)  is  below  that  for 
England  and  Wales  (15.7). 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  showed  a  marked  drop  from  1964 
due  to  a  decrease  in  both  early  neo-natal  deaths  and  stillbirths.  The 
perinatal  mortality  for  1965  being  22.26  as  against  the  figure  of  29.34  for 
1964.

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INFANT  MORTALITY 


A  total  of  25  infants  whose  parents  were  normally  resident  in  the  County 
Borough  died  during  the  year.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  per 
1,000  live  births  of  15.66  as  compared  with  24.26  for  1964.  The  equivalent 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  19.0.

NEO-NATAL  AND  POST-NEONATAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  17  deaths  of  infants  under  4  weeks  giving  a  neo-natal  mortality 
rate  of  10.65  compared  with  the  rate  of  13.69  for  1964. 

Eight  children  died  between  the  ages  of  one  month  and  twelve 
months  giving  a  post-neonatal  mortality  rate  of  5  per  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  10.58  in  1964.

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DEATHS 


There  were  852  deaths  of  residents  in  the  County  Borough  Area  during 
1965  of  which  463  were  males  and  389  females,  553  of  these  deaths 
occurred  in  persons  aged  65  years  and  over.  This  gives  a  crude  death  rate 
per  1,000  population  of  10.83.  If  this  is  corrected  by  use  of  the  area 
comparability  factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  to  take  account 
of  the  age  structure  of  the  population  in  relation  to  that  nationally,  the 
figure  is  13.21,  compared  with  13.29  for  1964. 

In  the  table  below  the  rates  are  given  for  West  Hartlepool  and  England 
and  Wales  for  the  past  ten  years.

DEATHS  FROM  CANCER. 

During  1965  there  were  154  deaths  attributable  to  malignant  neoplasms, 
7  more  than  in  1964.  The  rate  per  1,000  estimated  resident  population 
was  1 .96  as  compared  with  1.87  in  1964. 

Cancer  deaths  comprised  18.07%  of  the  total  deaths  during  the  year, 
slightly  higher  than  the  figure  for  1964  which  was  17.77%.

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SCARLET  FEVER 

Twelve  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  1965,  which  was  the 
same  as  in  1964.  Of  the  12  notified  cases,  7  were  for  children  in  the  5  to  10 
years  age  range. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

Sixteen  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported  during  1965  as  against  9 
in  the  previous  year.  Ten  of  these  cases  referred  to  children  in  the  0  to  5 
years  age  group. 

MEASLES 

There  were  634  notified  cases  during  1965  as  against  347  in  1964.  435 

of  these  cases  referred  to  children  in  the  0  to  5  years  age  range. 

DYSENTRY 

There  were  35  notifications  of  dysentry  during  1965  of  which  6  required 
hospital  treatment.  19  were  children  in  the  0  to  5  years  age  range. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE 

I  am  grateful  to  Dr.  E.  Campbell,  Consultant  Venereologist,  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report  on  venereal  disease  and  the  work  of  the  Treatment  Centre  at 
the  General  Hospital,  West  Hartlepool  during  1965. 

“During  1965  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
Gonorrhoea  attending  the  Clinic  but  there  has  been  a  sharp  decrease  in  the 
number  of  new  cases  of  Syphilis  (1  as  against  5  in  1964).  The  majority  of 
Gonorrhoea  cases  had  acquired  their  infection  within  the  area  served  by  the 
Tees-side  Clinics  but  in  many  cases  only  a  vague  description  of  the  contact 
was  obtained  and  no  address  was  available.”

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MATERNITY  &  CHILD  WELFARE 

ANTE-NATAL  CARE 

There  were  no  major  developments  in  the  field  of  maternity  and  child 
welfare  during  the  year  but  the  services  continued  to  be  used  to  the  full  by 
almost  all  patients  booked  for  domiciliary  confinement. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  additional  ante-natal  and  mothercraft 
instruction  was  given  by  the  re-introduction  of  combined  health  visitor  and 
midwives  sessions.  Fifteen  women  made  a  total  of  114  attendances  at  these 
classes. 

MIDWIVES’  CLINICS 

The  Authority  provides  three  Midwives  Clinics  where  patients  may  re¬ 
ceive  ante-natal  care  and  advice  from  the  particular  midwife  who  will  be 
present  at  the  confinement.

EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY 

Following  discussions  with  the  Tees-side  Hospital  Management  Com¬ 
mittee,  two  Cervical  Cytology  Clinics  were  commenced  in  August  and  October 
for  women  between  the  ages  of  30  and  55.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
repeat  examinations  at  five  yearly  intervals. 

In  additions  to  the  two  clinics  run  by  the  Local  Authority,  cervical  smears 
are  taken  at  the  Family  Planning  Clinic  and  during  Ante  and  Post  Natal 
Clinics  at  Cameron  Hospital.  During  the  year  under  review,  283  women 
attended  the  local  authority  clinics  and  a  further  1,260  were  examined  at  the 
Family  Planning  Clinic  and  at  Cameron  Hospital. 

PLAY  GROUP 

Ihe  play  group  at  Owton  Manor  Community  Centre,  Wynyard  Road, 
commenced  on  6th  July,  1965.  It  is  held  two  mornings  per  week — Tuesday 
and  Friday  from  9  a.m.  to  12  noon  and  is  staffed  by  a  State  Registered  Nurse 
and  two  helpers.  The  play  group  can  accommodate  up  to  35  children  per 
session  and  the  average  attendance  is  30. 
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For  a  fee  of  2/3d  per  child  per  morning,  the  mother  can  leave  her  child 
secure  in  the  knowledge  that  he  can  indulge  in  supervised  play  with  other 
children  of  his  age  group. 

Milk  and  biscuits  are  provided  mid-morning. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

This  clinic  is  held  at  Stranton  House  each  Friday  afternoon  and  the 
Consultant  Obstetrician  is  assisted  by  the  Municipal  Midwives. 

The  following  report  has  been  prepared  by  the  Consultant  Obstetrician, 
Mr.  L.  A.  Cruttenden. 

“The  work  of  the  Clinic  falls  into  two  parts  : 

It  is  and  always  has  been  a  Centre  to  which  obstetric  problems  occurring 
among  West  Hartlepool  mothers  booked  for  domiciliary  or  maternity  home 
confinements  can  be  referred  by  family  doctors.  This  work  has  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  has,  I  am  sure,  played  a  useful  part  in  the  Obstetric 
Service  as  a  whole. 

Secondly,  the  Clinic  provides  a  focal  point  for  bringing  all  parts  of  the 
Obstetric  Service  to  the  assistance  of  the  mother  reluctant  to  avail  herself 
of  the  antenatal  care  necessary  for  the  successful  outcome  of  her  pregnancy. 
So  often  it  is  just  this  type  of  mother  who  has  a  bad  obstetric  history  and  who 
stands  in  greatest  need  of  proper  supervision.  It  is  unfortunately  true  that 
there  remains  in  West  Hartlepool  a  number  of  mothers  who  refuse  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  facilities  provided  for  them.”

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  sphere  of  Health  Education.  Work 
in  connection  with  Mothers’  Clubs  has  been  very  rewarding:  numbers  con¬ 
tinue  to  increase  and  attendances  are  good.  Speakers  have  been  excellent 
and  observation  visits  most  stimulating. 

For  the  annual  Park  Show  a  kitchen  was  set  up  to  demonstrate  the  num¬ 
erous  hazards  which  occur  to  young  and  old.  In  connection  with  this  a 
competition  was  held  in  which  local  school  children  took  part  and  prizes  were 
awarded. 

In  July  Miss  O.  Mavin  was  appointed  Health  Education  Organiser.  In 
co-operation  with  Headteachers,  a  programme  for  Health  Education  has  been 
planned. 

Many  talks  have  been  given  to  local  Organisations  on  different  aspects  of 
Health  and  Welfare. 
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HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 


Home  Help  assistance  was  given  to  741  cases  during  1965,  237  of  these 
being  new  cases.  These  were  made  up  as  follows  : —

The  larger  proportion  of  the  above  cases,  as  will  be  seen,  represent  aged 
and  infirm  people  who  are  given  from  half  day  per  week,  to  every  morning  for 
chronic  cases. 

During  1965,  the  service  was  allowed  2,646  hours  (42  hour  week)  worked 
by  82  part-time  home-helps,  and  1 1  full  time  helps  who  attend  to  the  mater¬ 
nity  and  every  day  cases.  It  is  our  policy  to  employ  a  large  number  of  part- 
time  staff,  thus  endeavouring  to  keep  the  women  fit  and  covering  more  cases. 
Every  Home-help  does  4  —  7  homes  per  week  according  to  the  number  of 
hours  worked.  21  women  have  left  the  service  during  the  twelve  months,  and 
apart  from  difficulty  in  filling  the  vacancies  from  areas  of  slum  clearance,  the 
service  has  been  fully  maintained  to  the  number  of  hours  permitted  us. 
Recruitment  is  being  done  in  the  younger  age  group  (and  the  sickness  rate  was 
not  acute  up  to  December,  but  since  then,  up  to  a  quarter  of  the  service  has 
been  off  sick  thus  making  it  very  difficult  to  cover  urgent  cases.) 

The  Home-help  service  continues  to  help  with  cases  being  discharged 
from  hospital  and  works  closely  in  conjunction  with  other  welfare  sections. 
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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

1.  ADMINISTRATION. 

(a)  The  Mental  Health  Service  is  directed  by  the  Health  Committee 
which  consists  of  eleven  elected  representatives  and  two  co-opted  members 
nominated  by  the  West  Hartlepool  Local  Medical  Committee. 

(b)  There  is  also  a  Mental  Health  Sub-committee  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  this  Committee  meets  from  time  to  time  to  deal  with  domestic 
matters  wrhich  arise  between  meetings  of  the  full  Committee.  Their  reports 
are  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Health  Committee.

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(e)  STAFF 

In  January  Mr.  F.  Peacock,  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  obtained  a  similar 
post  with  another  authority.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  J.  Jordan,  a  Social 
Worker,  who  had  held  a  joint  appointment  with  the  Council  and  the  Hart- 
lepools  Hospitals  Management  Committee.  In  accordance  with  the  Council’s 
Ten  Year  Development  Plan,  an  additional  Mental  Welfare  Officer  was 
appointed  in  December  and  will  take  up  his  duties  in  February. 

The  Ilartlepools  Hospitals  Management  Committee  have  not  as  yet 
appointed  a  successor  to  Mr.  Jordan. 

(f)  HOSPITAL  ADMISSIONS 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  hospital  by  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  was  134,  4  fewer  than  in  1964. 

(g)  MENTAL  AFTER-CARE  SERVICE— COMMUNITY  CARE 

Patients  selected  by  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  for  visiting  in  their  own 

homes  are  seen  regularly  by  the  Council’s  Mental  Welfare  Officers  who  submit 
to  the  Consultant  Psychiatrists  written  reports  following  each  visit.  Whenever 
a  patient’s  mental  condition  appears  to  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  to  be 
deteriorating,  an  immediate  out-patient  appointment  or  admission  to  hospital 
is  arranged  with  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist.  At  the  end  of  the  year  106 
patients  were  being  visited  regularly  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 

(h)  CASE  HISTORIES 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  obtain  full  case  histories  for  all  new  out¬ 
patient  appointments.  They  are  notified  by  the  General  Hospital  of  the 
dates  patients  are  to  be  seen  and  they  obtain  the  case  histories  by  visiting 
the  patients  in  their  own  homes  a  few  days  before  they  are  to  be  interviewed 
by  the  Consultant  Psychiatrists.  Out-Patient  Clinics  are  held  daily  from 
Monday  to  Friday  each  week. 

154  Case  Histories  were  obtained  during  1965. 

2.  “THE  FIRS”,  WESTBOURNE  ROAD 

(a)  STAFF 

Mr.  W.  Woods,  who  had  been  Superintendent  since  the  Hostel  opened  in 
March,  1962,  resigned  at  the  end  of  November.  It  is  hoped  that  a  successor 
will  be  appointed  early  in  1966. 

(b)  RESIDENTS 

The  Hostel  was  full  to  capacity  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Four  residents  were 
in  regular  employment.  The  remaining  four  attended  the  Adult  Training 

Centre. 

(c)  OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY 

The  unemployed  hostel  residents  continue  to  attend  the  Adult  Train¬ 
ing  Centre  where  two  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woodwork  Instructor 
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and  one  man  cleans  windows  and  helps  to  tend  the  lawn  and  borders.  The 
other  man  draws  and  paints  pictures,  copying  the  design  and  colouring  from 
magazine  pictures.  Many  of  his  pictures  were  sold  when  the  Centre  held  its 
Open  Day  and  he  has  received  orders  for  many  more. 

3.  PSYCHIATRIC  SOCIAL  CLUBS 

(a)  TPIE  FIRS  SOCIAL  CLUB 

This  Club  is  now  in  its  fourth  year  and  is  as  popular  as  ever.  Its  mem¬ 
bers  attend  regularly  every  Tuesday  and  Friday.  A  member  of  the  Council’s 
Mental  Health  Staff  is  always  in  attendance  should  members  wish  to  consult 
him  to  seek  his  advice  and  help.  The  Toe  H  Ladies  Groups  in  the  town  con¬ 
tinue  to  show  much  interest  in  the  Club  and  arrange  parties  for  members 
every  six  months  ;  in  addition  to  helping  at  the  Club.  The  Club’s  own  Com¬ 
mittee  arranged  a  bus  outing  to  Harrogate  and  Knaresborough  for  members 
and  friends,  and  also  a  visit  to  “The  Sound  of  Music”  in  Newcastle.  The 
Club  held  its  Annual  Dinner  and  a  successful  Bring  and  Buy  Sale.  The  year 
ended  with  an  enjoyable  Christmas  Party. 

Club  members  were  invited  to  a  dance  at  Winterton  Hospital  wdiich  they 
enjoyed  immensely  and  arrangements  are  in  hand  for  a  party  of  patients 
from  Winterton  Plospital  to  pay  a  reciprocal  visit  to  West  Hartlepool  where 
they  will  be  entertained  to  a  dance  in  the  Adult  Training  Centre. 

(b)  GLAMIS  LADIES  CLUB 

As  a  result  of  the  formation  of  the  Hartlepools  and  District  Association 
for  Mental  Health  in  December,  1964,  it  was  decided  to  open  a  new  Psychiatric 
Social  Club — its  meetings  to  be  held  on  Thursday  afternoons.  It  is  an  all 
ladies  club  and  meets  from  2  p.m.  until  4  p.m.  Meetings  are  held  in  the 
Community  Room  provided  for  the  residents  of  the  Glamis  Walk  Flatlets, 
who  are  also  invited  to  attend.  The  Council  have  kindly  made  this  room 
available  for  the  meetings. 

In  addition  to  a  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  a  group  of  ladies  mostly  from 
I  oc  II,  help  as  volunteers  on  rota,  two  members  attending  each  week.  The 
meetings  are  friendly  and  informal.  After  an  initial  chat  together  they  form 
groups  and  play  cards,  dominoes,  bingo,  etc.  prior  to  the  tea  break,  during 
which  raffle  tickets  are  sold.  Special  features  such  as  films,  slides  and  talks 
are  given  from  time  to  time.  Birthdays  are  celebrated  with  a  cake.  Sick 
members  are  sent  “get  well”  cards  and  are  visited  by  other  members.  The 
Club  began  on  the  17th  June  and  is  still  flourishing. 

4.  SUBNORMAL  PERSONS  IN  THE  COMMUNITY 
(a)  TRAINING  CENTRES— 

i)  ADULT  TRAINING  CENTRE 

In  the  craft  room  the  trainees  were  kept  fully  occupied  in  fulfilling  orders 
for  various  articles  including  cabinets,  cupboards,  tables,  plant  stands, 
Christmas  tree  holders,  wrought  iron  name  plates,  rugs,  cushion  covers,  etc. 
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The  fully  equipped  modern,  commercial  type  laundry,  supervised  by  a 
qualified  laundress  deals  with  2,500  articles  per  week,  including  all  laundry 
fiom  the  Council  s  Old  People  s  Hostels,  Children’s  Homes,  the  Day  Nur¬ 
sery  and  the  Health  Department. 

A  woodwork  instructor  took  up  his  appointment  on  the  21st  April.  In 
the  woodwork  and  metalwork  rooms  much  of  the  time  is  spent  on  repairing 
toys  and  equipment  form  nursery  schools,  schools  and  the  Junior  Training 
Centre. 

Many  people  have  visited  the  Centre  on  a  tour  of  inspection.  The  most 
important  day  was  the  21st  April  when  The  Rt.  Hon.  Kenneth  Robinson, 
M.P.,  Minister  of  Health,  visited  the  Centre  accompanied  by  the  Mayor, 
Councillor  Mrs.  B.  E.  Mann  and  the  Borough’s  Member  of  Parliament, 
Councillor  E.  Leadbitter. 

Members  of  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  Rotary,  Toe  H, 
Townswomen’s  Guilds  also  visited  the  Centre,  as  did  parties  of  Student  Nurses 
from  Winterton  Hospital  and  the  local  Hospitals. 

An  Open  Day  to  mark  the  occasion  of  the  first  anniversary  of  the  opening 
of  the  Centre,  was  held  on  11th  November  when  almost  200  people  signed  the 
Visitors’  Book. 

Lower  grade  trainees  travel  to  and  from  the  Centre  on  the  Special  Bus 
provided  for  the  Junior  Centre  trainees.  Other  trainees  travel  on  public 
service  transport,  the  cost  of  which  is  refunded  te  them.  The  trainees 
receive  five  shillings  per  week  attendance  money  plus  a  similar  figure  as  an 
incentive  bonus.  They  pay  one  shilling  per  day  for  dinners. 

Profits  from  the  sales  of  goods  made  in  the  Centre  up  to  the  end  of  the 
1964/65  financial  year  were  distributed  to  the  trainees.  Those  who  had  100% 
attendance  received  £4-8-0d  each.  The  others  received  smaller  sums  on  a 
pro-rata  basis  in  relation  to  their  attendances. 

ii)  JUNIOR  TRAINING  CENTRE 

Owing  to  ill-health  the  Supervisor  had  to  resign.  This  resulted  in  a 
number  of  staff  changes  but  work  at  the  Centre  continued  as  usual  and  the 
Annual  Christmas  Party  and  Concert  were  both  very  successful.  Parents 
take  a  great  interest  in  their  children,  who  love  to  take  part  in  the  concert 
before  a  packed  audience  of  parents  and  friends. 

(b)  SUBNORMAL  SOCIAL  CLUB 

This  began  in  February  and  caters  for  subnormal  persons  most  of  whom 
attend  the  Adult  Training  Centre.  A  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  a  number  of 
voluntary  helpers  are  always  in  attendance.  About  25  members  meet  each 
Thursday  evening  in  the  Adult  Training  Centre. 
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They  enjoy  organised  team  games,  dancing,  musical  chairs,  etc.  There 
is  a  tea  interval  during  which  the  raffle  is  drawn.  In  some  cases  parents 
accompany  their  children. 

In  June  a  full  day’s  outing  to  Bamburgh  Castle  and  Seahouses  wras  ar¬ 
ranged  and  the  party  included  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Hartlepools 
and  District  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children.  This  organisation 
kindly  defrayed  50%  of  the  cost  of  the  outing. 

Parties  of  40  patients  and  staff  from  Aycliffe  Hospital  visited  the  Club 
twro  evenings  in  October  and  club  members  and  helpers  paid  a  return  visit  to 
Aycliffe  Hospital  in  November.  Patients  from  the  Alexander  Kennedy  Unit 
at  the  General  Hospital  w'ere  also  invited  to  the  Club. 

Members  enjoyed  a  Christmas  Party  and  Dinner  which  was  held  in  the 
Adult  Training  Centre  in  December. 

(c)  SUBNORMALS  LIVING  AT  HOME 

During  the  year  826  visits  were  made  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and 
140  patients  and  relatives  wrere  seen  at  the  Health  Department. 

(d)  ASCERTAINMENT  OF  CASES  REPORTED  DURING  THE 
YEAR 

12  cases  were  reported  during  the  year,  4  females  by  the  Local  Education 
Authority  and  4  males  and  4  females  by  other  sources. 

All  the  above  were  placed  in  the  care  of  the  local  health  authority.  There 
are  now'  170  males  and  152  females  on  the  Council’s  Registers. 

(e)  TEMPORARY  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION 

1  male  and  2  females  were  admitted  to  Aycliffe  Hospital  during  the  year 
for  a  temporary  period  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  5/52. 

(f)  PLACE  OF  SAFETY 

There  w'ere  no  cases  admitted  to  "a  Place  of  Safety”  during  the  year. 

(g)  GUARDIANSHIP 

I  here  were  no  subnormal  persons  under  guardianship  during  1964.

(i)  CASE  CONFERENCES 

These  are  held  periodically  at  Aycliffe  Hospital  and  are  conducted  by  Dr. 
W.  Dunn,  the  Medical  Superintendent  at  Aycliffe  Hospital.  The  (  ouncil’s 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  attend  these  conferences  on  rota. 

5.  MENTAL  HEALTH  ACT,  1959 

(a)  ADMISSIONS  AND  AFTER-CARE 

The  services  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  available  at  all  times  and 
they  are  greatly  assisted  in  their  work  by  the  co-operation  of  the  respective 
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Superintendents  and  Staff  of  the  General  Hospital,  West  Hartlepool  and 
Winterton  Hospital,  Sedge  field,  Aycliffe  Hospital  and  Prudhoe  and  Monkton 
Hospital. 


Pre-care  and  after-care  work  in  the  community  absorbs  much  of  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers’  time  and  the  demands  in  these  particular  fields  are 
heavy.  During  1965  the  Council’s  Mental  Welfare  Officers  made  3,207  visits 
to  patients  who  had  been  discharged  from  hospital  and  interviewed  237  after¬ 
care  patients  or  their  relatives  in  the  Health  Department. 


At  the  31st  December,  1965,  106  persons  were  receiving  after-care  visits. 
Visits  for  Social  Histories  and  pre-care  visits  during  the  year  totalled  456.

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WELFARE  SERVICES 


The  Welfare  Services  provided  by  the  Council  under  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948  are  administered  by  the  Welfare  Committee,  which 
consists  of  eleven  elected  representatives  (all  of  whom  are  also  members 
of  the  Council’s  Health  Committee)  and  three  co-opted  members. 

These  services  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

A.  RESIDENTIAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Council  maintains  five  Hostels  for  the  aged,  four  of  these  being 
adapted  premises,  (one  for  males,  one  for  males  and  females,  and  two  for 
females)  and  one  purpose-built  Hostel  with  accommodation  for  males, 
females,  and  if  necessary,  married  couples.

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C.  OLD  PEOPLE’S  FLATLETS 

The  Council  maintains  two  blocks  of  flatlets  for  old  people  which  are 
situated  on  the  Owton  Manor  Estate  and  provide  accommodation  for  10  men 
and  48  women.  Both  Flatlet  Schemes  have  a  communal  room  and  a  resident 
Warden  provided  by  the  Welfare  Committee.  The  24  flatlets  which  were  to 
have  been  provided  in  the  financial  year  1965/66  will  now  be  completed 
during  1966/67. 

Home  Help  services  and  W.V.S.  Meals  on  Wheels  are  provided  where 
required  for  Flatlet  tenants. 

At  the  31st  December,  1965  the  names  of  14  males  and  32  females  were 
on  the  waiting  list  for  flatlet  tenancies. 
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D.  REMOVAL  TO  SUITABLE  PREMISES  OF  PERSONS  IN  NEED 
OF  CARE  AND  ATTENTION. 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  action  under  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951  for  the  removal  of  one  woman  to  hospital. 


E.  TEMPORARY  PROTECTION  OF  PROPERTY  OF  PERSONS 
ADMITTED  TO  HOSPITAL. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  undertake  the  protection  of  property  of  any 
persons  admitted  to  Hospital  during  1965. 


F.  BURIAL  OR  CREMATION  OF  THE  DEAD. 

Under  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Council  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  any  person  who  died  or  was 
found  dead  in  its  area,  and  for  the  disposal  of  whose  body  no  other  suitable 
arrangements  were  being  made. 

Such  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Council  on  5  occasions  during  1965. 

G.  W.V.S.  “MEALS  ON  WHEELS"  SERVICE. 

Organiser — Mrs.  V.  PORTAS. 

The  total  number  of  meals  delivered  by  the  W.V.S.  Meals  on  Wheels 
Service  to  sick,  crippled  or  aged  persons  during  1965  was  17,272,  an  average 
of  approximately  332  meals  per  week,  as  compared  with  16,646  (320  per 
week)  during  1964. 

Meals  continued  to  be  provided  on  four  mornings  per  week,  namely 
Tuesdays  to  Fridays  inclusive,  to  persons  recommended  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

A  fluctuation  in  recipients  occurred  owing  to  deaths,  admissions  to 
and  discharges  from  hospitals,  etc. 

At  the  1st  January,  1965,  the  number  of  persons  provided  with  meals  was 
175  and  at  the  31st  December,  1965,  154.  During  the  year  a  total  of  259 
persons  were  provided  with  meals. 

Christmas  dinners,  financed  from  W.V.S.  funds,  were  delivered  as  usual. 

The  team  of  drivers  and  helpers  attached  to  the  Service  are  most  reliable 
and  conscientious  and  continue  to  find  the  work  very  rewarding.

(g)  Home  Teaching  Service. 

The  Home  Teacher  made  1,393  visits  to  homes,  hospitals  and  hostels 
during  the  year  and  also  gave  weekly  lessons  viz.  handicrafts  (18),  music (1), 
braille  (3), typing  (1)  ,and  Moon  (2).  She  also  arranged  examinations  and  regist¬ 
ration  of  blind  and  partially-sighted  persons  ;  assisted  in  letter-writing, 
shopping,  repair  of  clothing,  etc.,  making  hospital  appointments,  and 
visiting  patients,  ordering  of  games,  magazines  and  apparatus,  obtained 
transport  passes  and  wireless  certificates  and  acted  as  escort  in  special 
circumstances.  She  also  contacted  the  National  Assistance  Board  with 
regard  to  the  installation  of  wireless  in  the  homes  of  newly  registered 
persons  where  required. 

Braille  literature  continued  to  be  available  to  all  blind  persons  either 
at  West  Hartlepool  Public  Library  or  direct  from  the  National  Institute 
for  the  Blind. 


(h)  Social  Activities. 

Handicraft  Classes  continued  to  be  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  afternoons. 
A  Social  Club  was  held  twice  weekly  and  a  social  evening  was  also  held  once 
every  month.  The  annual  outings  were  well  attended,  as  were  the  parties 
arranged  during  the  Christmas  Holidays. 

B.  DEAF  AND  DUMB.

E.  SOCIAL  CLUBS  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 

There  are  now  three  social  clubs  for  the  physically  handicapped  one  of 
which  is  supervised  by  the  local  branch  of  the  W.V.S.  The  clubs  are  held  on 
three  afternoons  a  week  and  they  are  all  well  supported.  In  addition  to  the 
normal  club  meetings  and  activities  the  members  enjoyed  several  bus  outings, 
visits  to  the  theatre  and  their  annual  Christmas  Parties. 

The  provision  of  transport  has  continued  to  prove  very  difficult.  One  of 
the  Clubs  is  assisted  by  a  local  taxi  firm  and  the  Council’s  Welfare  Committee 
makes  an  annual  grant  towards  the  cost.  Transport  for  the  other  two  clubs 
is  provided  by  one  of  the  Health  Department  vehicles.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1965 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  has  been  one  of  satisfaction  and  disappointment.  Satisfaction 
at  the  good  progress  in  smoke  control  and  work  on  implementing  the  Offices, 
Shops,  and  Railways  Premises  Act  and  disappointment  at  the  failure  to  reach 
the  clearance  target  for  the  first  time  since  post-war  clearance  commenced  in 

1954. 

The  coming  into  operation  of  Smoke  Control  Area  No.  2  on  the  1st  Nov¬ 
ember  without  even  a  casual  mention  in  the  local  paper  is  I  think  an  indication 
of  the  success  of  the  spadework  which  has  gone  on  over  many  years  to  try  to 
introduce  smoke  control  in  this  particular  area  without  undue  hardship  or 
inconvenience.  It  was  1957  when  this  area  was  suggested  as  the  first 
smoke  control  area  and  it  is  interesting  to  look  back  at  the  storms  of  protest 
made  at  that  time.  Now  that  this  hurdle  has  been  successfully  overcome  I 
think  we  can  look  forward  to  speedier  progress  in  the  future. 

The  report  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  is  reproduced  in  full  in  the  body  of 
this  report  and  it  will  be  seen  that  a  satisfactory  start  has  been  made  on  tackl¬ 
ing  the  problems  involved  in  this  comprehensive  piece  of  legislation.  With 
a  few  exceptions  employers  have  received  my  inspectors  very  well  bearing  in 
mind  that  many  of  these  premises  have  never  been  subjected  to  inspection 
before. 

Clearance  of  unfit  housing  has  always  been  a  major  part  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment's  work  and  up  to  now  it  has  always  been  possible  to  record  satisfactory 
progress.  It  is  therefore  extremely  disappointing  to  me  to  record  that  it  was 
possible  to  represent  only  1  clearance  area  of  23  houses  during  the  year.  The 
reasons  are  of  course  well  known  and  largely  out  of  the  Council’s  control 
but  the  delay  in  completing  the  new  houses  will  soon  be  overcome  and  I  am 
sure  that  we  can  look  forward  to  a  continuation  of  the  good  steady  progress 
over  the  past  12  years.  The  respite  from  representations  did  however  enable 
the  future  programme  to  be  looked  at  in  some  detail  and  the  plans  for  the  next 
10  years  have  been  well  laid. 

Work  in  other  fields  was  as  varied  and  as  interesting  as  usual  and  efforts 
have  been  made  to  keep  up  to  date  in  this  changing  world  of  environmental 
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hygiene.  A  typical  example  has  been  in  the  food  sampling  programme, 
when  after  9  years  of  negative  sampling  of  milk  for  tuberculosis  we  now  feel 
quite  justified  in  drastically  reducing  the  samples  taken  for  this  purpose  and 
turning  our  attentions  more  to  the  presence  of  antibiotics  in  milk,  pesticide 
residues  in  food,  and  other  more  sophisticated  forms  of  adulteration  as  well 
as  to  the  claims  of  advertisers. 

We  were  fortunate  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  recruit  several  new  mem¬ 
bers  to  the  staff  and  the  staffing  position  remained  reasonably  satisfactory. 
It  is  a  measure  of  their  interest  and  loyalty  that  when  a  sudden  demand  came 
for  some  Inspectors  to  stay  up  all  night  to  deal  with  an  anthrax  carcase  every 
Inspector  volunteered.  The  changes  in  staff  involved  the  recruitment  of 
Messrs.  Patterson,  Hinds  and  Perkins  from  other  authorities  in  the  North 
East  and  the  departure  of  Mr.  Thompson  to  a  rural  district  in  Lincolnshire. 
Mr.  Cudlip,  who  was  with  us  until  1964,  returned  for  about  9  months  before 
being  promoted  to  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  at  Billingham. 

On  a  purely  personal  note  I  was  extremely  grateful  to  the  Council  for 
allowing  me  to  present  a  paper  at  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  Annual  Con¬ 
gress  and  to  accept  the  subsequent  invitation  to  give  evidence  to  the  Central 
Housing  Advisory  Committee  Sub-Committee  on  Unfitness  Standards. 

As  always  my  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  staff,  inspectorial,  technical  and 
clerical  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
keen  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department.

CLEARANCE  OF  SUB-STANDARD  HOUSES. 


The  number  of  families  displaced  from  clearance  areas  was  only  117  but 
a  further  73  families  have  vacated  houses  in  the  new  shopping  centre  area. 
Most  of  these  latter  houses  are  on  the  list  of  sub-standard  properties  which 
it  was  intended  to  deal  with  at  a  later  date. 

Because  of  the  low  number  of  rehousings  during  the  year  it  was  unnecessary 
to  represent  the  usual  number  of  200  houses  and  only  one  clearance  area  of  23 
houses  was  represented. 

The  pause  in  representations  did,  however,  allow  for  a  detailed  review  of 
the  clearance  programme  to  be  completed.  This  programme  was  accepted 
by  the  council  in  the  middle  of  the  year  and  provides  as  follows  : —

HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 


The  total  number  of  houses  known  to  be  in  multiple  occupation  has  fallen 
to  68  as  compared  with  85  last  year,  but  there  was  a  suggestion  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  that  the  figure  may  again  be  rising. 

All  these  houses  have  been  inspected  and  100  visits  were  made  under  the 
Housing  Acts  during  the  year.  Twelve  notices  were  served  requiring  owners 
to  provide  additional  facilities  or  to  reduce  the  number  of  occupants  and  nine 
of  these  were  complied  with  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  now  considered 
that  39  houses  attain  a  reasonable  standard. 

Two  direction  orders  were  made,  making  a  total  of  19  direction  orders  in 
force.  One  additional  management  order  was  also  made,  making  a  total  of 
three  in  force. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  during  the  year. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  have  been  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  town  since  1956. 


RENT  ACT,  1957. 

No  applications  were  made  under  this  Act  during  the  year.  31  certifi¬ 
cates  of  disrepair  remain  in  force. 
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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

A  total  of  90  improvement  grants  was  given  during  1965,  made  up  of  88 
standard  grants  and  two  discretionary  grants.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  grants  has  again  fallen  and  this  is  very 
discouraging  in  view  of  the  publicity  which  has  been  maintained  over  the 
year. 

The  Housing  Act,  1964  has  again  had  little  impact  and  only  four  tenants 
have  asked  the  council  to  consider  requiring  the  owners  of  their  houses  to 
have  bathrooms  installed.  Out  of  these  four  cases  the  council  decided  to 
take  no  action  in  one  case  because  of  the  limited  life  of  the  property  :  in 
another  case  the  representation  by  the  tenant  was  withdrawn  :  the  third 
house  was  purchased  by  the  council  after  the  owner  had  indicated  that  she 
was  intending  to  serve  a  purchase  notice  on  the  authority  and  in  the  fourth 
case  the  house  was  improved  to  the  full  standard. 

The  council  have  not  made  any  improvement  areas  under  the  Act. 

During  the  year  204  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  improvement 
grants. 

NOISE 

A  total  of  515  sound  level  readings  were  taken  over  the  year,  a  consider¬ 
able  number  of  which  were  recorded  outside  normal  office  hours  including 
several  during  the  early  hours  of  the  morning. 

Whilst  this  figure  may  seem  very  high,  nearly  all  the  year’s  readings  were 
again  in  connection  with  problems  associated  with  a  large  modern  gas  prod¬ 
uction  plant.  Numerous  consultations  were  continued  with  the  management 
and  nearby  residents,  and  whilst  several  improvements  were  carried  out, 
including  the  planting  of  a  barrier  of  trees,  the  noise  of  the  normal  working 
level  remained  unacceptable  to  the  majority  of  the  residents. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  has  again  shown  a  reduction.  The 
number  of  pigs  is  comparable  to  the  previous  }rear  but  the  drop  in  numbers 
of  cattle  and  sheep  slaughtered  is  causing  concern. 


104 


Work  commenced  on  the  installation  of  a  complete  new  lighting  system 
for  the  beast  slaughterhouse  and  cooling  hall  and  this  work  is  expected  to  be 
completed  early  in  1966. 

100%  meat  inspection  was  maintained  without  serious  difficulty. 

6  Sewer  Swabs  were  arranged  and  later  during  the  year,  3  from  each  of 
the  beast  and  pig  sections  of  the  abattoir,  and  all  were  reported  as  having 
no  salmonellae  isolated  from  their  cultures. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS 

A  case  of  anthrax  was  reported  at  the  local  knacker’s  yard  on  the  7th 
May,  when  a  cow  which  had  been  brought  into  the  yard  was  found  to  have 
this  disease.  The  necessary  notice  under  the  Anthrax  Order  was  served  on 
the  owner  of  the  yard  and  with  the  use  of  flame  guns,  borrowed  from  the 
police,  public  health  inspectors  destroyed  the  carcase  during  the  night.  It 
was  possible  to  withdraw  the  notice  defining  the  infected  place  at  midday 
the  following  day. 

No  other  outbreaks  of  notifiable  disease  occurred  in  the  County  Borough 
during  the  year,  nor  was  the  area  included  in  any  Infected  Area  Orders. 

Fifty  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  Movement  Licences  and  seven 
visits  were  made  to  premises  registered  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste 
Foods)  Order,  1957 

Tuberculosis 

Because  no  tuberculosis  has  been  found  in  milk  during  the  past  nine  years, 
the  sampling  programme  has  been  deliberately  reduced  as  it  is  generally  felt 
that  this  is  now  a  wasted  effort.  The  samples  have  been  reduced  from  58 
over  the  past  few  years  to  six  during  1965. 

Again  only  one  cow  was  found  to  have  tuberculosis  on  slaughter,  which 
gives  a  percentage  of  .02.  The  figure  for  pigs  was  again  reduced  and  is  now 
only  .  53%  of  animals  slaughtered. 

Brucella  Abortus 

Out  of  67  samples  taken,  only  one  showed  the  presence  of  this  organism 
and  this  case  was  referred  to  the  responsible  authority. 

There  was  no  untreated  milk  sold  in  the  town  during  the  year. 

KNACKER'S  YARD. 

There  is  only  one  licensed  knacker’s  yard  in  the  County  Borough,  and 
it  is  maintained  in  very  good  order.  In  accordance  with  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958,  the  occupier  submitted 
the  following  return  for  1965  : —

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CHEMICAL  SAMPLING  AND  TESTING  OF  MILK 

Samples  of  milk  obtained  from  both  producers  and  retailers  have  again 
been  examined  in  the  Public  Health  Inspectors'  Laboratory  for  fat  and  non¬ 
fatty  solids  content.  Of  the  total  of  173  samples  tested,  all  of  the  33  retail 
samples  were  satisfactory,  whilst  21  of  the  140  producers  samples  failed  to 
comply  with  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations  presumptive  standard.  Where 
producer  sample  failures  were  not  of  a  border-line  category,  then  formal 
samples  were  taken  and  subsequently  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  and 
the  results  appear  under  the  detailed  list  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  samples 
later  in  this  report.  For  the  first  year  for  some  time  no  “Appeal  to  Cow” 
samples  were  necessary 

The  average  constitution  of  samples  obtained  throughout  the  year  was  as 
follows  : —

Antibiotics  in  Milk 

Regular  sampling  of  milk  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics  was  continued 
for  the  second  year,  and  a  total  of  48  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  examination.  Of  these,  three  were  found  to  contain  traces  of 
penicillin,  but  the  amounts  were  less  than  0.01  i.u./ml,  indicating  that  the 
antibiotics  were  being  used  in  accordance  with  recommendations. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

As  in  previous  years  regular  sampling  of  milk  was  carried  on  from  local 
dairies,  milk  shops  and  schools.

Considering  the  particular  emphasis  on  the  inspection  of  non-food  pre¬ 
mises  under  recent,  but  long  awaited  legislation,  visits  to  food  premises  were 
maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level  during  the  year. 

Further  improvements  were  effected  to  existing  businesses  and  all  new 
establishments  were  checked  at  the  planning  and  completion  stages. 

Apart  from  general  discussions  with  traders,  food  hygiene  education  was 
limited  to  talks  with  various  organisations  and  public  exhibits  at  the  Annual 


Park  Show.

SAMPLING  OF  FOOD 


The  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  was  programmed  on  a  similar  scale  to 
previous  years. 

Samples  of  several  products  which  were  the  subject  of  television  and 
newspaper  advertisements  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year.  In 
every  case  the  manufacturers’  claims  were  substantiated  but  sometimes  the 
claims  made  by  advertisers  were  found  to  be  extremely  skilfully  phrased 
when  examined  word  for  word. 

Authority  to  sample  preparations  under  the  Therapeutic  Substances 
Act  was  utilised  to  take  samples  of  drugs  which  are  normally  sold  on  pre¬ 
scription  only. 

Residual  Pesticides 

For  the  third  year,  regular  samples  of  home  grown  and  imported  fruit 
and  vegetables  were  obtained  for  examination  by  the  Public  Analyst  for 
residual  pesticides :  as  in  the  two  previous  years,  no  case  of  pesticidal  con¬ 
tamination  was  detected. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  other  Foods 

15  routine  samples  of  other  foods,  including  meat  products,  shellfish, 
salad  vegetables  and  confectionery  fillings  and  ingredients,  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  Only  one  was  reported 
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upon  adversely,  a  sample  of  frozen  prawns :  after  discussing  problems  of 
storage  and  refrigeration  with  the  fishmonger  concerned,  a  follow-up  sa:n  )le 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory.

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PUBLIC  HOUSES  AND  LICENSED  CLUBS 

Routine  inspections  were  continued  and  further  improvements  effected. 

Whilst  only  one  new  premises  was  opened  during  the  year,  several  plans 
of  proposed  hotels  and  clubs  were  vetted  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  and  the 
trend  to  move  out  of  the  older  type  premises  continues. 

Several  more  premises  have  changed  over  to  tank  beer  and  the  line  mea¬ 
sure  system  of  drawing  beer,  and  both,  if  properly  operated,  are  an  aid  to 
clear  and  wholesome  beer,  the  latter  doing  away  with  the  vexed  problem  of 
overspill  beer  and  its  possible  re-sale. 

Progress  reports  in  connection  with  two  outstanding  unsatisfactory  pre¬ 
mises  were  submitted  to  the  Brewster  Session. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS  —  FOOD. 

1  A  local  grocery  firm  was  prosecuted  under  section  2  of  the  Food  &  Drugs 
Act,  1955  for  selling  bacon  scraps  affected  with  maggots.  The  firm  were 
fined  £20  with  £3-3-0d  costs. 

2  A  local  butcher  was  fined  £10  with  £8-2-0d  costs  for  selling  beef  sausages 
containing  450  parts  per  million  sulphur  dioxide  when  the  preservative  was 
not  declared.  This  prosecution  was  taken  under  the  Preservatives  in  Food 
Regulations,  1962. 

3  A  firm  of  food  canners  was  fined  £5  with  £3-3-0d  costs  for  selling  a  tin  of 
stewed  steak  containing  a  piece  of  animal  hide. 

4  A  cafe  proprietor  was  fined  £3-3-0d  with  £5-5-0sd  costs  for  a  contravention 
of  section  8  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  by  selling  two  meat  pies  which 
were  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

5  A  similar  prosecution  was  taken  against  a  confectionery  firm  for  selling  a 
mouldy  cake  and  they  were  fined  £25. 

6  A  butcher  was  fined  £10  with  £6-6-0d  costs  for  the  sale  of  mouldy  steak  pies 

7  A  mobile  food  trader  was  fined  a  total  of  £32  with  £3-13-6d  costs  for  sev-  * 
eral  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960  in 
relation  to  a  hut  used  for  the  storage  of  foodstuffs  for  his  mobile  shop  and  also 
certain  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  in  relation  to  the 
mobile  shop  itself. 

8  A  butcher  was  fined  a  total  of  £19  with  £8-8-0d  costs  for  contraventions  of 
Regulations  14,  17  and  23  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 
relating  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  his  shop. 

FOOD  COMPLAINTS 

63  complaints  were  received  at  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Department 
from  members  of  the  public  regarding  purchases  of  unsatisfactory  foodstuffs 
and  these  have  been  classified  as  follows  : —

This  total  shows  a  considerable  increase  upon  last  year’s  figure  and  con¬ 
firms  the  view  that  the  public  are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  desirability  of 
clean  and  wholesome  food. 

Each  case  was  carefully  investigated  and  six  complaints  resulted  in 
successful  prosecutions,  details  of  which  are  given  under  the  previous  section 
(Legal  Proceedings — Food).  In  a  further  26  cases  warning  letters  were  sent 
to  manufacturers  or  traders  where  it  was  considered  that  contravention  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  had  occurred,  but  where  the  circumstances  or  the 
legal  evidence  did  not  warrant  prosecution. 

The  majority  of  investigations  involved  manufacturers  outside  the  local 
authority  area,  and  on  two  occasions  it  was  necessary  to  correspond  with 
manufacturers  abroad. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  talk  on  environmental  health  and  to  put 
health  education  to  the  public.  The  Annual  Park  Show  with  its  attendance 
of  nearly  10,000  people  was  the  biggest  opportunity  and  this  year  the  subjects 
covered  were  Food  Hygiene  and  Clean  Air.  A  second  edition  of  1,500  copies 
of  the  Clean  Air  Booklet  was  prepared  and  distributed  to  residents  of  pro¬ 
posed  smoke  control  areas  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a  third  edition  was  in 
the  course  of  preparation. 

Ten  talks  have  been  given  to  local  organisations  covering  some  270  people. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  town's  water  supply  continues  to  be  supplied  by  the  Hartlepools 
Water  Co.  and  is  of  excellent  quality  and  of  sufficient  quantity  to  satisfy  the 
needs  of  the  area. 

The  policy  of  the  company  is  gradually  to  extend  their  boreholes  west¬ 
wards  and  new  sources  are  being  developed  at  Atherston  Hall  barm  and  at 
Butterwick,  near  Sedgefield.  The  domestic  consumption  remains  at  about 
34  gallons  per  head  per  day  but  the  industrial  requirements  are  in¬ 
creasing  rapidly.  Approximately  70%  of  the  water  used  is  for  industrial 
purposes. 
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Bacteriological  samples  are  regularly  taken  by  the  company  and  in  their 
reports  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  have  indicated  that  468  samples  were 
satisfactory  and  only  2  unsatisfactory  Independent  samples  taken  by 
Public  Health  Inspectors  were  satisfactory  in  57  cases  and  only  1  was  reported 
as  unsatisfactory.  This  sample  was  found  to  be  due  to  a  defective  tap.

Report — This  is  a  sample  of  a  hard  water,  organically  pure  and  free  from 
deposit,  odour  or  taste.  It  is  highly  suitable  for  public  supply. 

A  careful  investigation  followed  a  report  from  the  Water  Co.  that  they  had 
discovered  that  a  firm  were  tipping  chemicals  into  a  quarry  in  the  vicinity  of 
boreholes  and  steps  were  taken  to  check  a  large  private  supply  which  might 
have  become  contaminated.  All  the  samples  from  this  private  supply  were 
satisfactory.  Routine  samples  were  taken  from  a  second  large  private  supply 
and  these  were  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  houses  with  only  a  tap  in  the  yard  is  not  precisely  known 
but  the  figure  is  thought  to  be  below  100. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 

One  chemical  and  18  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  the  mun¬ 
icipal  swimming  bath  at  Seaton  Carew,  and  all  were  satisfactory  except  for 
one  bacteriological  sample.  (Details  of  this  bath  are  set  out  in  the  1960 
Report). 
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One  chemical  and  24  bacteriological  samples  were  also  taken  from  the 
Education  Authority’s  school  learner  pool  during  its  first  full  year  in  use, 
and  all  were  satisfactory  except  for  two  of  the  bacteriological  samples  (Some 
details  of  this  pool  are  set  out  in  the  1964  Report). 

Two  bacteriological  samples  from  a  private  open  air  swimming  pool  were 
taken  at  the  request  of  the  householder,  and  both  samples  were  satisfactory. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

677  visits  were  made  during  the  year,  and  the  fact  that  this  figure  is  almost 
double  that  of  last  year  was  due  to  a  prolonged  outbreak  of  sonne  dysentery 
at  a  large  municipal  day  nursery,  necessitating  numerous  visits  to  the  homes 
of  excluded  children.  There  was  also  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number 
of  specimens  despatched  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

Two  family  type  outbreaks  and  one  sporadic  case  of  salmonella  food 
poisoning  were  investigated  during  the  year,  and  in  none  of  these  cases  was  it 
possible  to  trace  the  original  source  of  the  infection. 

12  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  also  notified  and  investigated,  as  were  7 
cases  of  infections  of  the  central  nervous  system,  and  overcrowding  of  sleeping 
accommodation  was  found  to  be  a  common  factor  in  several  of  the  latter 


cases.

This  is  the  first  complete  year  of  operation  of  the  Act  and  in  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  I  set  out  my  comments  on  the  work¬ 
ing  of  the  Act  in  addition  to  the  statistical  information  required. 

Registration 

A  further  45  premises  have  been  registered  during  the  year,  making  a  total 
of  809.  Whilst  some  of  these  new  registrations  are  in  respect  of  new  premises, 
the  majority  are  premises  where  the  occupiers  had  not  bothered  to  register 
until  their  attention  was  drawn  to  the  legal  requirement. 

It  is  regrettable  that  Section  49(4)  of  the  Act  restricts  the  local  Authority’s 
right  to  require  registration  to  the  initial  12  months  period,  because  ex¬ 
perience  shows  that  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  obtain  registration  and  in¬ 
formation  after  this  period  has  elapsed. 

It  is  estimated  that  95%  of  the  registrable  premises  are  now  registered. 

Inspections 

Of  the  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year,  254  (31%)  have  been 
subjected  to  a  general  inspection  since  the  Act  came  into  force.  Whilst  this 
figure  is  not  quite  as  high  as  I  had  originally  expected,  it  is  nevertheless 
sufficient  to  say  that  a  real  start  has  been  made  on  tackling  the  problem.  We 
have  concentrated  on  the  larger  shops,  non-food  premises  and  the  offices 
during  the  year  because  these  were  the  premises  about  which  we  had  the  least 
knowledge.  It  is  fair  to  say  that  whilst  only  31%  of  the  total  number  of 
premises  have  been  inspected,  these  represent  about  half  the  problem  before 
us. 

The  major  outstanding  problem  is  that  concerned  with  the  200  or  so 
registered  premises  in  that  part  of  the  town  due  to  be  demolished  under  the 
shopping  centre  proposals.  Many  of  these  properties  are  known  to  fall  short 
of  the  requirements  but  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  vacated  before  long. 

Standards  of  premises 

Out  of  254  premises  inspected,  it  was  necessary  to  serve  notice  in  213 
cases  but  very  often  these  were  for  minor  or  easily  rectifiable  shortcomings 
such  as  the  lack  of  an  abstract  of  the  Act  or  the  need  to  provide  a  thermometer 
or  first  aid  box. 
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Amongst  the  structural  items  it  was  regrettable  to  find  that  32%  had  no 
hot  water  to  staff  washing  facilities  and  that  18%  had  an  insufficient  number 
of  wash  basins.  These  figures  are,  however,  not  typical  of  all  registrable 
premises  because  it  is  known  that  most  food  shops  already  have  adequate 
facilities. 

With  regard  to  sanitary  accommodation,  the  standard  of  maintenance 
leaves  much  to  be  desired  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  serve  a  large  number  of 
notices  for  lack  of  cleanliness,  disrepair  or  inadequate  lighting. 

Cleanliness  of  offices,  passage  staircases  etc.,  is  very  moderate  and  it  has 
been  necessary  to  serve  notices  in  respect  of  33%  of  premises  visited. 

Overcrowding  has  presented  no  real  problem  and  only  three  cases  have 
been  noted. 

The  adequacy  of  heating  of  premises  is  sometimes  difficult  to  judge  during 
summer  inspections,  but  in  22  premises  notices  were  served  where  it  was 
clear  that  the  facilities  provided  were  inadequate.  In  a  few  cases  temper¬ 
atures  below  50°F  have  been  recorded  at  noon. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  a  separate 
report  has  been  prepared  on  the  adequacy  of  lighting  found  during  inspections 
in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  During  the  whole  year  52  premises  were  found 
to  have  inadequate  lighting  and  in  a  further  7  the  fittings  were  in  disrepair. 
There  is  a  clear  need  for  further  guidance  on  what  is  an  acceptable  standard 
but  we  have  expressed  dissatisfaction  where  figures  of  20  lumens  or  less 
have  been  noted,  but  have  only  served  notices  where  the  readings  in  working 
areas  were  below  14. 

In  20  premises  it  was  necessary  to  serve  notices  for  lack  of  adequate 
ventilation,  but  it  has  been  found  that  often  the  requirements  of  shop  sec¬ 
urity  and  ventilation  are  incompatible. 

Safety  requirements  are  being  noted  and  whilst  we  have  not  much  ex¬ 
perience  to  draw  on  in  assessing  potential  risks,  great  care  is  being  taken 
to  examine  the  premises  with  a  view  to  eliminating  dangers. 

Notices  have  been  served  requiring  the  alteration  or  repairs  of  37  floors, 

4  passages  and  27  staircases  and  the  provision  of  adequate  fencing  of  9 
machines. 

The  number  of  notices  served  in  respect  of  other  contraventions  of  the 
Act  has  been  very  small. 

New  premises 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  examine  plans  of  shops  and  offices  proposed 
to  be  erected  in  the  area  and  generally  it  is  very  easy  to  get  agreement  with 
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the  architects  or  builders  on  the  facilities  to  be  provided,  although  in  some 
cases  the  architect  has  inadequate  information  on  the  numbers  to  be  employed. 
Every  effort  has  been  made  to  get  satisfactory  facilities  provided  in  new 
offices  attached  to  factories  although  these  are  not  strictly  the  local  auth¬ 
ority’s  responsibility. 


Complaints 

Only  two  complaints  were  received  at  the  office  from  employees  but  during 
inspections  it  was  sometimes  found  that  staff  were  very  ready  to  complain, 
particularly  when  the  employer  or  manager  was  out  of  earshot. 

Employees  were  often  unaware  of  the  standards  they  are  entitled  to  expect 
and  in  some  cases  the  employers  do  not  go  out  of  their  way  to  see  that  they  are 
fully  informed.  In  one  particualr  case  the  employer  kept  the  abstract  of 
the  act  and  the  thermometer  in  the  office  safe. 


A  ccidents 

A  total  of  22  accidents  were  notified  during  the  year  and  all  were  non- 
fatal.  They  involved  three  men,  thirteen  women,  two  boys  and  four  girls. 
Only  one  accident  was  notified  from  office  premises,  seventeen  from  shops, 
two  from  warehouses  and  two  from  licensed  premises. 

The  majority  of  accidents  notified  came  from  the  larger  shops  and  it  may 
be  that  office  managers  and  smaller  shopkeepers  are  still  not  aware  of  the  re¬ 
quirement  that  accidents  be  notified,  although  their  attention  has  been  drawn 
to  this  in  the  general  information  supplied  by  the  department. 

Ten  of  the  accidents  were  investigated  by  a  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
in  three  cases  it  was  necessary  to  ask  the  firms  concerned  to  take  precautions 
to  prevent  a  repetition. 


Staff 

The  difficulties  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  when  there  were  four  vac¬ 
ancies  for  public  health  inspectors  were  overcome  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  and  it  was  possible  to  allow  one  inspector  to  devote  almost  all  his  time 
to  this  work.  Unfortunately  the  full  establishment  was  only  maintained 
for  seven  months  and  the  year  ended  with  one  vacancy.  This  inevitably  led 
to  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  inspections  which  took  place  in  the  last  few 
months  of  the  year.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Work  on  the  first  stage  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Disposal 
System  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the  outfalls  to  low  water  mark 
have  been  reconstructed  at  Bridge  Street  and  Newburn  Bridge.  The  Pumping 
Stations  at  Burn  Road  and  Seaton  are  expected  to  be  in  operation  early  in 
the  new  year.  The  second  stage  of  the  scheme,  which  involves  submarine 
pipe  line,  has  been  temporarily  deferred  for  financial  reasons. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Domestic 

Smoke  Control  Area  No.  2  was  confirmed  in  March  and  came  into  oper¬ 
ation  on  the  1st  November  and  was  implemented  quite  smoothly.  It  is 
obvious  from  the  large  number  of  personal  enquiries  that  this  is  an  operation 
which  is  of  immense  interest  to  householders  and  we  have  been  heartened  by 
the  many  expressions  of  thanks  which  the  changeover  has  brought.  There 
have  been  problems  but  most  have  been  resolved  quite  satisfactorily. 

Steps  were  taken  to  extend  the  areas  and  2  more  orders  were  proposed 
during  the  year,  although  in  one  case  this  involved  a  site  which  is  due  to  be 
redeveloped.

Five  new  boiler  plants  were  notified  under  Section  3  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act  and  a  further  4  applied  for  prior  approval.  These  generally  have  caused 
no  difficulty  but  in  the  5  instances  where  new  chimney  stacks  have  been 
erected  it  has  needed  quite  a  deal  of  persuasion  to  get  the  chimney  height  up 
to  that  required  by  the  Ministry  Memorandum  on  Chimney  Heights. 
Measurement 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  instruments  used  during  1965.  The 
figures  remain  reasonable  and  the  only  significant  upward  trend  is  in  the 
Dyke  House  gauge  where  the  heightening  of  a  chimney  some  distance  away 
seems  to  be  having  the  effect  of  slightly  increasing  the  pollution  at  this  point 
although  no  doubt  the  areas  much  nearer  the  chimney  are  benefiting  con¬ 
siderably. 

The  smoke  pollution  as  measured  in  Victoria  Road  is  marginally  less  than 
in  the  previous  year.

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

A  total  of  687  rodent,  insect  and  miscellaneous  complaints  were  dealt 
with  by  the  Rodent  Officer  and  his  Assistant. 

Surface  treatment  for  rats  and  mice  remained  at  about  the  same  level  as 
in  the  previous  year.  Sewer  rat  infestations  showed  a  further  slight 
decline,  the  annual  test  baiting  of  10%  of  sewer  manholes  being  followed  up 
with  quarterly  direct  poison  treatments  of  the  “take”  or  infested  areas. 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  the  normal  beetle  complaints  and  isolated 
flea  and  bed  bug  infestations,  the  usual  summer  outbreak  of  wasps  nests 
was  supplemented  by  the  problem  of  evicting  over  150  bats  from  the  root 
space  of  a  private  house.  I 

Several  items  of  bedding  were  removed  for  destruction  but  there  was  no 
occasion  to  use  the  steam  disinfection  of  Brierton  Hospital.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Eighth  Annual  Report  as  Principal 
School  Medical  Officer  for  the  year  1965. 

GENERAL 

Due  to  staffing  difficulties  about  which  I  shall  comment  later  in  this 
Report  the  number  of  children  inspected  at  school  at  periodic  inspections 
fell  from  4,317  in  1964  to  2,881  in  1965.  The  general  health  of  children 
inspected  continues  to  remain  satisfactory  and  the  proportion  of  parents 
attending  with  children  at  first  medical  inspection  continues  to  remain 
over  90%.  There  was  a  considerable  fall  in  the  number  of  children  attend¬ 
ing  the  School  Clinic  for  treatment  of  minor  ailments  and  during  1965  the 
incidence  of  skin  disease  and  scabies  was  very  much  reduced.  The 
number  of  examinations  made  by  school  nurses  for  cleanliness  was  in¬ 
creased  by  over  4,000.  The  number  of  pupils  found  to  be  infested  with 
nits  was  slightly  up  on  last  year. 

The  Ophthalmic  Clinics  continue  to  give  good  service  and  the  close 
links  between  the  Orthoptic  Clinic  and  the  Ophthalmic  Clinic  have  assisted 
greatly  in  the  treatment  and  follow-up  of  cases  of  squint. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

In  her  report  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  observes  that  the 
Department  of  Education  and  Science’s  National  Survey  into  the  dental 
health  of  school  leavers  in  which  West  Hartlepool  took  part  showed  that 
in  a  random  sample  of  the  15  year  old  population  6%  of  West  Hartlepool 
children  reached  the  age  of  15  with  perfect  teeth  compared  with  a  national 
average  of  2%.  This  can  only  be  due  to  the  effects  of  natural  fluorides> 
certainly  not  to  any  greater  dental  awareness  in  West  Hartlepool.  The 
standard  of  oral  hygiene  is  poor  and  regular  visits  to  the  dentist  rate  low 
in  the  scale  of  priorities. 

That  the  amount  of  dental  health  education  must  be  increased  is 
obvious  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Health  Committee  accepted 
my  recommendation  that  a  full-time  officer  be  appointed  to  deal  spec¬ 
ifically  with  the  work  of  health  education  amongst  expectant  mothers, 
school  children  and  children  under  five.  We  look  forward  to  a  greater 
amount  of  educational  work  being  done  both  in  the  schools  and  in  the  new 
School  Clinic  which  we  hope  will  open  later  in  1966.  There  will  be  im¬ 
proved  premises  and  better  facilities  and  a  greater  amount  of  staff  time 
can  be  devoted  to  this  highly  important  subject. 

HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 

Last  year  I  commented  on  the  difficulties  of  placement  of  maladjust¬ 
ed  children  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  some  progress  is  now  being 
made  towards  catering  for  the  needs  of  the  maladjusted  within  the  North¬ 
ern  Region.  We  look  forward  in  1966  to  the  opening  of  Southbrook 
School  and  to  the  improved  facilities  which  this  will  bring,  and  also  to 
the  development  of  the  remedial  teaching  system  for  those  children  who 
require  such  special  teaching  within  the  ordinary  school  system. 

STAFF 

1965  was  a  year  of  continual  staff  shortage  and  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  the  staffing  position  was  improved  somewhat  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  and  I  anticipate  a  greater  volume  of  work  in  1966. 

Dr.  D.  F.  Henley  left  this  authority  at  tlieend  of  January  to  take  up  his 
appointment  as  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Deputy  Principal 
School  Medical  Officer  of  the  County  Borough  of  South  Shields.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Dr.  W.  Holmes  who  subsequently  resigned  in  order  to  go 
into  general  practice  and  in  October,  Dr.  H.  Gordon,  the  Deputy  Medical 
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Officer  of  Health  and  Deputy  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  resigned 
to  take  up  an  appointment  as  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
London  Borough  of  Wandsworth.  We  welcome  Di.  J.  C.  Walker  as 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Deputy  Principal  School  Medical 
Officer  who  took  up  his  duties  in  December. 

Two  of  your  School  Medical  Officers,  Dr.  K.  M.  Kirby  and  Dr.  A. 
Wilkinson,  attended  special  courses  on  the  Ascertainment  of  Educationally 
Subnormal  and  Maladjusted  Children,  one  at  the  University  of  Durham 
and  one  at  the  University  of  London. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  we  were  only  able  to  have  the  services 
of  a  part-time  Speech  Therapist  and  attempts  to  obtain  a  full-time  Speech 
Therapist  have  proved  unsuccessful. 

Throughout,  from  the  staffing  point  of  view,  a  difficult  year.  I  wish 
to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  and  help  received  from  the  Headteachers 
of  schools  and  also  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education 
Committee  and  in  particular  the  Special  Services  Sub-Committee.  Once 
again  I  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  and  his 
staff  for  their  assistance  at  all  times.

IV.  ROUTINE  INSPECTIONS. 


(a)  Medical. 

During  1965,  2,881  periodic  medical  inspections  were  carried  out 
on  children  attending  the  schools  within  the  area  of  the  Education 
Authority.  These  inspections  were  carried  out  on  children  at  entry 
into  the  Infant  Schools,  in  the  last  year  at  the  Junior  School,  in  the  last 
year  at  the  Senior  School,  and  when  records  of  previous  medical  exam¬ 
inations  with  other  Education  Authorities  are  not  available. 

At  the  Grammar  School  for  Boys  and  the  High  School  for  Girls 
special  arrangements  were  made  whereby  all  the  pupils  were  medically 
examined  in  their  sixteenth  year.

Only  7%  of  children  examined  on  leaving  school  were  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  parent.  However,  form  numbered  Y9  for  the  Youth  Employ¬ 
ment  Officer  is  filled  up  by  the  School  Doctor  when  a  defect  likely  to 
interfere  with  a  child’s  future  employment  is  found.  This  enables  the 
Employment  Office  to  assess  the  child’s  capabilities  for  various  jobs. 


(b)  Dental. 

Each  school  child  has  a  routine  school  inspection  at  least  once  a 

year. 

(c)  Cleanliness. 

Inspections  for  cleanliness  are  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurses 
who  endeavour  to  examine  each  child  in  school  once  each  term.  Owing 
to  absenteeism  it  is  not  always  possible  to  attain  this  desirable  standard 
but  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  as  few  children  as  possible  escape 
examination. 

33,410  examinations  were  carried  out,  and  children  were  found  to 
be  verminous  on  1,351  occasions  at  such  examinations — an  increase  of 
4.66%. 

A  child  found  to  be  unclean  in  any  way  is  not  allowed  to  take  part 
in  swimming  activities  until  “cleared”  by  the  School  Nurse.  This  re¬ 
striction  has  often  been  found  to  result  in  a  dramatic  improvement. 


GENERAL  CONDITIONS  OF  CHILDREN  INSPECTED. 

No  change  has  occurred  during  1965  in  the  method  of  assessment  of 
the  general  conditions  of  children  which  is  categorised  as  satisfactory 
or  unsatisfactory  only.  During  1965  the  general  condition  of  87  children 
out  of  2,881  examined  was  considered  unsatisfactory.

VIII.  IMMUNISATION 

All  children  during  their  first  year  at  school  are  offered  either  a 
full  course  of  immunisation  or  a  reinforcing  immunisatiun  against  diph¬ 
theria  and  poliomyelitis. 

Approximately  90%  of  the  school  population  are  fully  immunised 
against  poliomyelitis  and  65%  against  diphtheria.

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IX.  VISUAL  DEFECTS. 

Vision  is  tested  by  the  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  at  least 
four  times  during  the  pupils’  career,  i.e.  before  each  routine  medical 
inspection  and  also  at  the  eight-year  level  but  more  frequent  screening 
may  be  carried  out  when  indicated  by  School  Medical  Officers. 

Colour  vision  is  tested  in  Junior  schools  some  time  before  the 
routine  medical  inspection.

Tonsillectomy. 

Each  Local  Education  Authority  was  requested  by  the  Principal 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science  to  note  the 
percentage  of  children  seen  at  routine  Medical  Inspections  who  had  had 
their  tonsils  removed. 

Of  2,945  children  inspected,  196  (6.65%)  were  found  to  have 
undergone  tonsillectomy.  Further  details  are  given  in  Table  XV. 

Hearing  Tests 

Testing  of  school  children  in  the  6 — 7  year  age  group  was  contin¬ 
ued  during  1965.  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  performed  1392 
screening  tests  on  children  of  which  274  were  retested  by  the  School 
Medical  Officers.  108  are  to  be  reviewed  and  10  were  referred  for  fur¬ 
ther  treatment. 


XI.  SPEECH  THERAPY 

Total  number  of  attendances  for  treatment  in  the  year  was  1,159. 
The  number  of  new  cases  referred  and  invited  for  treatment  was  75,  and 
the  number  carried  forward  from  1964,  99.  Of  these  98  attended  for 
treatment  and  76  were  under  observation.  One  visit  was  made  to  school 
during  1965. 

XII.  CHILD  GUIDANCE 

Children  requiring  child  guidance  are  referred  by  School  Medical 
Officers  to  child  guidance  clinics  in  Middlesbrough  and  Sunderland.  The 
Child  Guidance  Clinic  at  Middlesbrough  is  provided  under  the  National 
Health  Service  whilst  the  Sunderland  Clinic  is  maintained  by  the  Sunder- 
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land  Education  Authority  and  in  the  latter  case  a  percapita  fee  is  paid  by 
the  Education  Committee.  The  Sunderland  Clinic  has  an  obvious  bias  to 
education  problems  whilst  the  Middlesbrough  Clinic  is  part  of  a  compre¬ 
hensive  family  psychiatry  service.

XIII.  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL 

DENTAL  OFFICER. 

As  in  previous  years  all  schools  were  visited  by  a  Dental  Officer  and 
the  children  present  were  examined.  If  a  large  number  of  children  are 
absent  at  any  one  time  a  further  visit  is  arranged.  This  dental  examin¬ 
ation  is  obligatory.  Whether  or  not  parents  of  the  children  found  to  be 
in  need  of  treatment  actually  seek  this  treatment  either  at  the  School 
Clinic  or  privately  is  a  matter  of  choice.  Approximately  half  of  those 
offered  treatment  choose  to  come  to  the  School  Clinic  and  are  treated 
here.  Of  the  remainder  a  large  number  seek  treatment  with  private 
dentists,  but  there  is  of  course,  a  hard  core  of  none  co-operators  who  from 
fear  or  ignorance  refuse  all  treatment  except  that  of  emergency  extract¬ 
ions  when  at  last  fear  of  pain  overcomes  fear  of  the  dentist. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Education  and  Science 
conducted  a  National  Survey  into  the  dental  health  of  school  leavers. 
West  Hartlepool  was  one  authority  asked  to  take  part.  A  random  one 
tenth  of  the  fifteen  year  old  population — 100  in  all — was  examined.  6% 
of  our  children  reach  the  age  of  15  with  perfect  teeth  compared  with  a 
national  average  of  2%.  This  can  only  be  due  to  the  effects  of  natural 
fluorides,  certainly  not  to  any  greater  dental  awareness  in  West  Hartlepool 
The  standard  of  oral  hygiene  is  poor  and  regular  visits  to  the  dentist  rate 
low  in  the  scale  of  priorities. 

1965  proved  to  be  the  second  year  in  succession  in  which  the  number 
of  teeth  filled  exceeded  the  number  of  teeth  extracted.  About  a  third  of 
the  teeth  extracted  were  sound  teeth  sacrificed  during  the  course  of 
orthodontic  treatment,  and  a  large  number  of  the  remainder  could  have 
been  saved  had  earlier  treatment  been  sought. 

Experimental  informal  talks  on  Dental  Health  were  given  on  two 
occasions  to  expectant  mothers  attending  relaxation  classes.  They  were 
successful  in  that  these  young  women  were  keenly  interested  but  the 
numbers  were  pitifully  small.  I  would  like  to  continue  this  form  of 
Dental  Health  Education  on  a  larger  scale  when  these  classes  are  extended.

XV.  HANDICAPPED  PUPILS. 

The  Education  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  ascertainment  of 
all  Handicapped  Children  from  the  age  of  two  years  who  require  special 
educational  treatment.  The  early  ascertainment  of  handicapped  pupils 
is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the  School  Health  Service. 

Wherever  possible,  handicapped  children  attend  ordinary  schools 
provided  they  are  able  to  profit  by  the  education  offered  in  such 
schools  and  provided  that  they  do  not  interfere  with  the  education  of  the 
other  children  in  schools  by  their  presence.  It  is  important  to 
remember  and  to  stress  the  degree  of  “normality”  which  exists  in  any 
child,  however  physically  handicapped,  and  due  consideration  must 
always  be  given  to  this  aspect  of  the  child  as  well  as  to  the  handicap 
from  which  the  child  may  be  suffering.  In  most  cases  these  children  are 
known  to  the  Consultant  Paediatrician  and  here  the  closest  co-operation 
exists,  so  that  the  eventual  recommendation  is  the  result  of  mutual  dis¬ 
cussion.

Children  are  transferred  to  Thornhill  Special  School  for  a  variety 
of  reasons  but  only  when  head  teachers,  parents  and  school  medical  officers 
are  in  agreement,  e.g.  the  physically  handicapped  pupil  may  find  it  diffi¬ 
cult  both  to  get  to  an  ordinary  school  and  to  move  from  one  classroom 
to  another  but  Thornhill  School  is  beneficial  as  transport  is  provided  and 
all  classrooms  are  situated  at  ground  level  with  easy  access. 

The  child  whose  physical  development  has  been  slow  can  be  upset 
by  large  classes  and  finds  the  educational  environment  of  smaller  groups 
at  Thornhill  beneficial.

XX.  EMPLOYMENT  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

Before,  or  within  14  days  from  the  date  when  a  child  begins 
employment,  he  must  be  medically  examined  to  ensure  that  the  employ¬ 
ment  will  not  be  prejudicial  to  his  health  or  physical  development,  and 
that  it  will  not  render  him  unfit  to  obtain  proper  benefit  from  his  edu¬ 
cation.  During  1965,  46  children  were  so  examined  and  all  were  found 
fit  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  their  particular  employment. 
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XXI.  MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  TEACHERS  AND 
ENTRANTS  TO  TRAINING  COLLEGES. 

Ministry  of  Education  Circular  249,  1952,  requires  that  all 
candidates  applying  for  admission  to  training  colleges  and  university 
departments  of  education,  and  all  entrants  to  the  teaching  professions, 
be  medically  examined.  An  X-ray  examination  of  the  chest  is  also 
compulsory  for  those  entering  the  teaching  profession.
